Case Decided on Appeal From Starke 


County, Leaves No Leg, Either in 


Reason or Authority, For Complain­ 


ants to Stand on in Contention That 


Taxpayers Are Deprived of “ Due Pro­ 


cess of Law ” by Accounting Law. 


Indianapolis, 
Dec. 
16. — Reversing 
the Starke circuit court, the supreme 
court has handed down an opinion de­ 
claring the public accounting law to be 
constitutional. 
The case in which the decision is ren­ 
dered is Lee M. Ransbottom, auditor 
of Starke county, and six of the field 
men of the accounting board as appel­ 
lants against the state of Indiana ex 
reb Henry it. Robbins as a taxpayer. 
In the lower court the parties were in 
the 
inverse 
order, 
the 
suit 
being 
brought by Robbins m aking the appel­ 
lants defendants, showing that the 
field men were demanding $1,705.90 out 
of the funds of Starke county and the 
auditor unless restrained would issue 
a w arrant for that am ount to them. 
Judge Vurpillat of the Starke circuit 
court entered judgm ent against the 
appellants perpetually enjoining them 
from collecting any money from the 
funds of Starke county in payment for 
services for the examination of the 
books of the officers of Starke county, 
holding the accounting law invalid 
both as against the state and federal 
constitutions in denying the citizen 
taxpayers “due process of law,” and 
that it was also unconstitutional be­ 
cause the title was not sufficient. 
The ease was appealed to the su­ 
preme court, which in its decision dis­ 
poses of Robbins’s first contention bv 
saying: 
“The proposition that the 
statute violates either the constitution 
of Indiana or that of the United States 
because it denies ‘due process of lavs’ 
can find no supj>ort either in reason 
or authority.” 
In regard to the title, 
the court does not waste so many 
words, saying; 
“The title of the act 
is sufficient.”

Been In Terror. 


THE WORK OF DYNAMITERS 


Successio n cf Mysterious Explosions 


and Incendiary Fires Accompanied 
by Frequent Anonymous Threats Di­ 
rected Against the Lives cf the Offi­ 
cers Served to Keep the Garrison In 


a Constant State of Terror. 


Junction City, Kan., Dec. 16.—It is 
just becoming known here th at Fort 
Riley has been for nine months as 
near a state of terror as a well disci­ 
plined army post can get. Not only were 
there frequent incendiary fires and dy­ 
namite explosions, but the command­ 
ing officers of the post had received 
frequent letters threatening them with 
death and the fort with destruction. 
Night and day since early last spring 
Fort Riley has been under more than 
double guard. 
Sentries have been 
posted constantly at the homes of com­ 
missioned officers and guards have 
spent each night in the cellars of these 
homes in order to frustrate threats of 
destruction of the houses by dynamite. 
Of the dynamite explosions and fires 
the public here knows a little, hut 
there has been nothing w ritten of the 
personal attacks by letter on some of 
the officers at the fort. 
Brigadier 
General W. S. Schuyler, com m ander of 
the post; Colonel Ell D. Hoyle, in com­ 
mand of the Sixth field artillery, and 
Colonel Charles A. P. Hatfield were re­ 
cipients of letters. 
The first and one of the worst pieces 
of-Incendiarism was the firing on the 
night of March 14 of the quarterm as 
ter’s storehouse.
